Felonies Increase 
50 Per Cent Here 


Major crimes in Palm Springs were up 50 per cent last 
year over the previous fiscal year but minor arrests show 
little increase in some categories and declines in others, ac­ 
cording to the annual report of Chief of Police A. G. Kett- 
mann, filed with city council by City Manager William E. 
Alworth, Wednesday. 


i 


D uring the year there w ere 60 
felony arrests w ith bad checks 
back of 11 arrests and burglary 
arrests second w ith 10. B urglar­ 
ies and bogus check com plaints 
topped the list, being alm ost 50 
per cent more than in the 1945­ 
46 fiscal year, the chief said. 


IN 
LISTING 
felony 
arrests, 
C hief K ettm ann pointed out that 
in the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1047, there w ere 60 arrests 
and in the year before, 33. Petty 
theft 
arrests also doubled and 
there was an increase in arrests 
for possession of narcotics. 
On the other hand, m isdem ean­ 
or 
arrests 
rem ained 
alm ost 
steady, there being 1,122 last year 
and 1,085 the year before. D runk­ 
enness was on the decline with 
193 being booked on that charge 
during the year against 225 the 
year before. 


ACCIDENTS also showed only 
a slight increase, 88 last year and 
86 the year before. In 26 of the 
accidents, injuries resulted, in 44 
all hands escaped unhurt. There 
were 18 hit-and-run cases. 
E rrant m otorists came in for 
police attention w ith 652 traffic 
tickets w ritten out during the 
year. 
A ctivity of the police was re­ 
flected in th at portion of the 
chief’s report which revealed that 
during the .year property 
and 
m oney 
recovered 
am ounted 
to 
$50,769.54. 


IN HIS REPORT to City M an­ 
ager W illiam E. A lw orth and to 
city 
council, 
Chief 
K ettm ann 
said: 
“As 
predicted, 
the 
postw ar 
year 1946-47 was m arked by a 
stiff increase in crime. K nown 
hoodlum s from all parts of the 
country turned to Southern C ali­ 
fornia and Palm Springs, on the 
perim eter of this new mecca, a t­ 
tracted more than its share of 
undesirables and crim e problems. 
“Felony com plaints w ere up 50 
per cent over the previous year. 
This category includes burglary 
w ith 70 recorded as ,'.gainst 33 
in 1945-46: bogus checks w ith 58 


members of the department re­ 
doubled their efforts and were 
successful in recovering a total 
of $50,769.64 
in 
money 
and 
property for the complainants. 
This exceedingly high recovery 
was due to persistent investi­ 
gation and more than doubled 
that of the previous year when 
a record of $22,920 w as re­ 
turned to the owners. 
“In addition to this am ount 
traffic fines collected am ounted 
to $3,084.00 while crim inal com­ 
plaints accounted 
for $5,328.00 
adjudicated in th e Police Court. 


"IT MIGHT BE noted th a t this 
sum equals and even exceeds that 
of monies expended on the opera­ 
tion of the police departm ent 
which totaled $50,000 during the 
fiscal year just closed. 
“A nother notable increase was 
noted in the use of the city am ­ 
bulance w hich made 120 runs, 
nearly quadrupling that of the 
previous year w hen only 37 were 
recorded. This charge is respon­ 
sible for consum ption of hundreds 
of man hours each year and of­ 
ten interferes w ith the prim ary 
functions of the departm ent. 
“Inquires handled totaled 29,­ 
046 against 20,032 while d ep art­ 
m ent 
vehicles—radio cars 
and 
m otor 
cycle — traveled 
103,375 
miles in patrol duty assuring the 
peace and safety of the village, 
an increase of 10,000 miles. 


"SLIGHT DECREASES 
were 
noted in a few categories. Auto 
thefts fell from 18 to 15; arrest 
for drunkeness w as down to 193 
from 229 in 1945-46; the num ber 
of 
women 
arrested 
decreased 
from 28 to 23; m isdem eanor ar­ 
rests w ere up less than ten per 
cent from 1085 to 1122; w hile traf­ 
fic accidents rem ained steady dur­ 
ing the year just closed, 88 to 86 
previously. 
“This 
heavy 
increase 
was 
handled w ith the same personnel 
as 
in 
1945-46, 
more 
efficient, 
however, due to training and ex­ 
perience, 
and 
reflects, 
in 
my 
opinion, a notew orthy aceomplish- 
as compared w ith 27 during the m ent—in the police field. 
previous period; assault w ith a 
deadly weapon totaled 6 as com ­ 
pared w ith 3; and tw o homicides, 
one being found “not guilty" on 
a plea of self-defense and 
the 
other dismissed as “accidental.” 


REFLECTING 
the 
increased 
police load was the recorded ar­ 
rest of 60 persons for felony of­ 
fenses—double that of last year 
w hen 33 were detained. Four a r­ 
rests and convictions were made 
for possession of narcotics, also 
on the increase in this area. Petty 
theft com plaints for am ounts in 
excess of $50 doubled with 65 be­ 
ing received as against 30 during 
the previous tw elve months.

TO NEW YORK CITY 
The Peabody museum on the 
Yale cam pus in New Haven, Con­ 
necticut, is really a natural his­ 
tory m useum , and an excellent 
one in all respects, we were to 
find out. Especially to be com­ 
mended is the outstanding Dino­ 
saur hall built up by Prof. Rich­ 
ard Sw ann Lull whom I had the 
pleasure to m eet one sum m er at 
U.C.L.A. Across one w hole length 
of the hall, an artist w as just p u t­ 
ting the finishing touches on a 
color m ural th a t to m y mind is 
the m ost beautiful and graphic 
of its sort to be seen anyw here, 
including even the old K night 
murals in the Field M useum of 
Chicago (now simply called the 
Chicago Museum of N atural His­ 
tory, at Mr. Field’s request). (Dn 
this gigantic panel, alm ost life 
size, are depicted the rise of the 
reptiles, from the coal m easures 
of the carboniferous ages through 
the Perm ian 
and 
through the 
Mesozoic. The color and infinite 
detail in the project are amazing. 
I certainly hope that on its com­ 
pletion 
the museum w ill have 
Kodachrome slides of it made for 
school use. 
From New H aven we took the 
M erritt P arkw ay to Long Island, 
New York, and that was our first 
experience w ith a m ajor highway 
of that sort. I had alw ays as­ 
sumed, naturally, that the high­ 
ways in California w ere far su­ 
perior to any anyw here in the 
country. But I w as soon to change 
that tune. The series of parkw ay 
systems 
throughout New York 
City m ake any of ours look sick, 
even the great Arroyo Seco be­ 
tween Pasadena and Los Angeles! 
At least they do to me. Never 
have I seen so much continual 
traffic being cared for so easily 
and so swiftly! It was astounding. 


ON LONG ISLAND we got on 
Grand C entral Parkw ay to J a ­ 
maica, where a friend of mine, 
Chick Trown, lived. We made his 
home here our headquarters in 
seeing the big city. Chick was at 
Camp Robinson in A rkansas w ith 
me, and has since m arried a love­ 
ly London girl whom he brought 
back w ith him. That first night 
we all drove out to L aG uardia 
field to see w here the big trans­ 
port had crashed a few days be­ 
fore. T hen to th e airport itself to 
watch the planes come in and 
leave. It rem inded me of Burbank 
increased at least ten times. 
Our first day in New York City 
we started out to complete the 
routine cycle of every tourist. 
Wc rode the subways from J a ­ 
maica to M anhattan and down to 
the W all Street 
district. 
Here 
we boarded 
a 
ferry-boat 
and 
crossed to the Statue of Liberty 
on Bedloe Island. We took the 
elevator to th e crown in this 
lofty structure and then hiked 
down th e long spiral steps to the 
base. U nfortunately it w as a bit 
hazy th a t day, so the view was 
not as exciting as it should have 
been. 


NEXT WE DROPPED by the 
W aldorf A storia to call on Ray­ 
mond Loewy, whom we found to 
be out-of-town th a t weekend. Mr. 
Loewy, it w ill be rem em bered, 
has volunteered to design our 
new D esert Museum for us when 
we build. Besides his radically 
different home in Palm Springs, 
Mr. Loewy, has a personally-de­ 
signed suite in the W aldorf and 
two homes in France. We were 
sorry to miss seeing him again. 
On to the great A m erican Mu­ 
seum of N atural History in C en­ 
tral Park, 
we took the wrong 
bus and got off at the M etropoli­ 
tan Museum of Art. Since we 
were pressed for tim e th at after­ 
noon, 
w e short-cuttcd through 
the Met, past C leapatra’s Needle 
in the middle of the park, and 
on to the N atural H istory Mu­ 
seum beyond.
